fer considerably in detail concerning the death 
and resurrection of Jesus, that they all agree in 
saying that he was actually seen alive after his 
crucifixion and burial? 


. If the Gospel record is to be trusted are we not 


forced to believe that Christ’s disciples thought 
they saw him, talked with him, ate with and 
touched him after his crucifixion and burial?
